An attempt was made to Mow up 
the residence of ( 'apt. Thos. Lloyd, at 
Pallns (I'reeii, county Limerick, to day. 
The residence was occupied at the time 
by Capt. Lloyd and ] 7 emergency men 
and police, One side of tin- building 
was shattered by dynamite. Nobody 
injured. 

New York, < >i t. 1. — The If, mld's 
Dublin special says: The following is 
the text of an important manifesto on 
the subject of the state of Ireland, 
which was issued by the Catholic hier- 
archy of Ireland after their meeting at 
Maynooth college yester< lay afternoon. 
Seventeen archbishops and bishops 
were present at the conference. 
Influenced by the same deep solicitude 
for the welfare of their flock, which 
moved them at their last general meet- 
ing in April to solicit the government 
to amend the land bill, which was 
then before parliament, the bishops 
consider it their duty to declare at 
their present meeting that the new 
land act is a great benefit to the tenant 
class for which the gratitude of a large 
portion of the country is due Mr. 
Cladstone and these who helped him 
to carry this measure through parlia- 
ment. The bishops earnestly exhort 
their flocks to avail themselves of the 
advantages derivable from this act, be 
lieving, if rightly used, it will bring 
present good and help them obtain 
those rights, both social ami political, 
which they justly claim. The bishops 
would also urge the tenant farmers to 
use the means provided in the land act 
and every other means in their power 
to improve the condition of the labor- 
ing class. The bishops avail them- 
selves of this opportunity to call on 
their clergy to warn their flocks against 
all secret agencies of violence and in 
timidation, which only become enemies 
of the people, and to the laity to prove 
the love they bear their country and 
. their faith by seconding tho clergy in 
the suppression of anti-social and anti- 
Catholic abuses; also by removing as 
far as is in each one's power the stigma j 
which our enemies have sought to 
fasten upon the people, that they will 
not pay their j list debts, 
are bound to do. The bishops unite 
with the people in urging on the gov- 
ernment the release of those who are 
still imprisoned, hoping that such a 
measure will contribute a little to the 
peace of the country. 

Later details concerning the attempt 
to- blow up the residence of Capt. 
Lloyd at Pallas Green, show that the 
ease containing 25 pounds of powder, 
was placed immediately behind the 
room which Capt. Lloyd usually occu- 
pies.

Kingston, Sopt. 20.— This morning 
the announcement is made of tho death ' 
of Robert Downuy, who captured Van- ; 
koughnet, the murderer, some time ago. 
Yesterday Downuy,accompanied by his 
sister-in-law, left his home in Portland 
to visit his brother-in-law, Charles Sil- ! 
ver, who lives on the Portland road, 
about six miles fjom here. The night j 
was terribly dark and while passing 
down the railway track near Glenvalc ( 
Downey and his companion fell into a I 
culvert some three feet in depth. Miss 
.Scott was not injured. Mr. Downey 
felt that he had beon badly hurt and 
sat down for a few moments. His sis- 
ter-in-law went on to Silver's and waited 
for Downey, but he did not come. His 
friends started in search of him. They 
failed to find him and retired for 
the night. At five o'clock this morn- 
ing the search was resumed and the 
both- was discovered stiff and stark in 
death but a short distance from where 
lie sat down to rent. Dr. Saunders will 
hold an inquest this afternoon ill 2 
o'clock. 

Mr. W. Richards, from Newark, V 
,J., representing English capitalists, 
thinks favorably of the establishment 
hero of calico mills.

He 
was a man -widely and favorably known 
in Caradoc and Delaware, and leaves a 
wife and seven or eight children. 

Toronto, Sept. 20. — A telegram to 
the department of tho interior says the 
vice regal party reached Humboldt on 
the 22nd. This is a short distance 
from Fort Carleton or about G00 miles 
from Winnipeg. Thay were there on 
time. 

Twohundred dollars have been deposit 
ed by Trickett with the sporting editor 
of the Mail to make a match against 
Charles E. Courtney, of Union Springs, 
for rf500 or $1,000 aside.

The mayor, who was in the j 
chair, stated that Sir John had been 
suddenly called home by the serious ill j 
ness of his daughter.

— The followiu 
interview between a reporter and Sir 
John A. Macdonald is published:— 

In answer to a question Sir John 
said, "There is at present a very friend- 
ly fcoling towards Canada among the 
English people. A great deal of atten- 
tion has been directed towards us late- 
ly, and the country is every day be- 
coming better known and understood 
in England. They know what Canada 
is now. In short we never stood so 
well in England as wn do now; our 
credit is good, .and our resources and 
extent are becoming known. In con- 
sequence of this the people are anxious 
to settle and invest their money in 
Canada, I mixed a great deal among 
different classes of people while in 
England, and I found a very high opin- 
ion of Canada everywhere. .Many of 
the best families are anxious to sond 
their sous out here, and Canadian {in- 
vestments are looked upon as excel- 
lent." 

"Hail vou much opportunity of judg- 
ing of what is thought of Canada as a 
hold for emigration among tho agricultur- 
al classes ?" 

"Yes, and I can say from what I havo 
seen and heard that they look upon it 
very favorably, and that Canada in the 
future will be' tho great field for English 
emigration. " 

"What was thought in England of the 
article which appeared ill Truth running 
down Canada,"

As on the occasion of tho 
Dantzic meeting, the departure of the 
Emperor will probably not bo known 
to most people till he has actually start 
ed.

| 23rd, the prisoners will be tried 
I privately by courtmartial. Kighteen 
i witnesses have been subpoiuaed to give 
■ evidence at the Hist trial, which is 
onlv to he decided by civil jurisdiction. 
A HIU DEFALCATION. 
A most important, discovery has just 
been made of enormous thefts from tho 
imperial treasury. Immediately after 
Baron lvuster bail been relieved from 
his functions as court steward a special 
commission was appointed to look into 
his accounts. After working live or 
six hours daily, for twelve consecutive 
days, the commission lias ascertained 
that, roundly estimated, sixty million 
roubles in the imperial safe have been 
stolen.

His Honor was quite conversant with 
the authorities Mr. Mills had quoted but 
he thought with Mr. Davie that this was 
a case which called fur interference mi his 
part. He woula therefore call on the de- 
fendant to bind himself in S100 and t>> 
tind two sureties of §50 each to be of 
good behavior for six months or iu de- 
fault ^to suffer fourteen days' imprison- 
ment.

passenger coaches wore completely wrecked 
two passengers killod outright and aever- 
al missing, supposed to be buried in tho 
wreck. About twenty waro severely 
wounded; a large number slightly. 

Detkoit, Oct. 1.— The accidont on the ! 
Great Western railway between Aylraer I 
and Orwoll is worse than indicated by first 
reports and altogether unaccountable. 
Conductor Maxwell on tho excursion had 
orders to meet the freight train at Ayl- 
raer but being ten minutes ahead of timo 
Maxwell went on, intending to meot tho 
train at Orwell. The engineer of tho lat- 
ter saw the excursion train approaching 
slacked off and blew hia whistlo for Bover- 
nl minutes and his train almostat a stand- 
still. The engineer of tho excursion kept 
forging ahead regardless of the freight, 
which he must have seen for more than 
two miles, und never blew the whistle or 
gave tho slightest indication that tho road 
was not cleared. Ho kept on at full speed 
and collided with terrific force with tho 
freight. Five of the excursion coaches 
wore telescoped and four occupants killed 
outright and lingiuocr Walmsley and his 
son, the fireman, crushed beneath the 
engine. About twenty were severely 
wounded and a great many slightly. As 
near as can be ascertained tho Killed are 
William Cooke, of Alymer, Walmsloy and 
son, of St. Thomas, W. J. Sines, of Jar- 
vis, a man from Delhi, name unknown, 
and K. Standley, of Copenhagen. The 
wounded men are Mr. Dennis and wife of 
Bay City, Mich., badly; Klias Adams and 
wife of Malahide; K. I'. Black, of Vien- 
na; a young lady from Bay City, Mich. ; 
Thos. Brown and daughter id' Malahide; 
Frank Morrison, Carter Warren and Clover 
Harrison of Aylmor.

On seeing he was 
discovered he pursued the women, who 
escaped in their canoe. On his return 
to the village he made an attempt to 
kill Hollywood and wife, who is an In- 
dian woman, together with their child- 
ren, but was prevented.

Some si.x years ago they murderod a 
boat's crew belonging to a schooner 
which was trading there, but nothing 
was ever done about it.
